The terminal disclaimer filed on May 17, 2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,695,940 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest making a ceramic tube by wrapping 
first electrode material, green ceramic material and second electrode material around a mandrel, 
each of sheet or tape material, and sintering to produce a laminated ceramic tube of wall 
thickness and having inner first electrode and outer second electrode, as claimed in Claim 1; or 
making a ceramic tube by wrapping green ceramic material around a first electrode tube in solid 
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form which serves as the supporting structure during wrapping, laminating and sintering and as 
the inner first electrode in the tubular reaction chamber after sintering, as claimed in Claim 18.
